Steamer Vestris Sank When Only 
8 0 Passengers Had 
Been 
Launched in Life 
Boats 


110 PASSENGERS AND 
CREW MISSING TODAY 


Fate Turned Gallantry Into Dis­ 
aster, Survivors Say , as Ship 
Began to Sink 


New York, Nov. 
14—(JP)—The 
list of known survivers 
from 
the British liner Vestris stood at 
218 today with search continuing 
for other 
p ossible 
survivors 
among the 110 p assengers 
and 
crew still missing. 
Three vessels left the scene of 
the rescues for New York with 
210 survivors aboard. Eight more 
were aboard the battleship Wy ­ 
oming, which 
continued 
the 
search a t the sp ot 240 miles off 
(he Virginia Cap es 
where 
the 
Vestris was abandoned Monday 
afternoon in a sinking condition 
when bound for South America 
from New York. 
Aboard the American freighter 
American Ship p er were 123. The 
French Tanker My riam had 64, 
and the North Germ an 
Lloy d 
Liner Berlin 23. Six bodies were 
recovered, one by the Berlin and 
five by two coast guard destroy ­ 
ers. 
These figures are 
based 
on 
comp ilations made by the offi­ 
cials of the Lam p ort and 
Holt 
line, owners of the Vestris, from 
messages received from 
rescue 
vessels. The list of those aboard 
was revised to 328 , 
comp rising 
199 members of the crew and 129 
p assengers. 


New York. Nov. 
14—E/P)—The 
steam er Vestris sank when only 
about 8 0 of its 328 
p assengers 
and crew hadi)een launched in 
life boats, after two boatloads of 
women and children had been 
hurled into the sea, 
most of 
them to die, and while the rest 
were leap ing from the 
ship 's 
sides and swimming 
for 
their 
lives lest they be dragged down 
with the floundering hulk. 
Survivors told today th a t the 
traditions of the sea had been 
scrup ulously observed as to giv­ 
ing first thought to women and 
children, but fate had 
turned 
gallantry into disaster. And they 
told an ap p alling story of in­ 
adequate p rep aration for disas­ 
ter. 
$ 
The first two boats were filled 
w ith women and children—there 
were 37 women and 13 children 
on board—and the crew started 
to lower away . Then the sinking 
ship lurched, the boats crashed 
against its side and women and 
children p oured into the boiling 
waves. Rep orts available 
today 
indicate th a t all the children 
p erished and but 10 
of the 
women were saved. 
On th e whole, th e 125 survi­ 
vors arriving 
today 
on the 
American Ship p er and the 23 on 
th e Berlin agreed th a t in inten­ 
tion the officers and crew of the 
Vestris had been bey ond criti­ 
cism, but m any of them blamed 
th e cap tain, who was lost with 
his ship , for indecision 
which 
they saw as one p rincip al reason 
for the large loss of life, be­ 
lieved to total 108 
The ship began to list on 
Saturdav night, they said, and 
its condition grew more serious 
Steadily throughout Sunday . Yet 
no distress call was sent 
until 
the middle of Monday morning 
and as a result no rescue ship s 
were on the scene until many 
hours after the ship sank at 1:- 
30 th a t afternoon. 
When m any p assengers 
said 
th a t the cap tain did decide to 
abandon shio, shortly after the 
first SOS call, the tackle of the 
life boats was found to be faul­ 
ts. It took hours to lower them, 
the ones w ith the women 
and 
children crashed, and 
another 
was stove in and p ut away with 
a waning hole in its side. 
Only two boats were success­ 
fully launched, although others 
broke loose as the ship sank and 
were caught by swimming sur­ 
vivors. The greater number 
of 
nqssen°ers and crew had to fling 
themselves into the water. One 
man told of seeing-the ship sink 
two minutes after he jump ed 
from the deck and there was a 
general feeling th at others may 
not have jump ed irt time and 
were carried 
down into 
the 
watery dep ths with the cap tain. 
Of those who did get into the 
water and survive the actual 
sinking of the ship the majority 
of those eventually saved were 
members of the crew, the great­ 
est loss of life being among the 
p assengers. This was thought to 
have some ex p lanation 
in the 


theory th at the crew was more 
able to w ithstand the 
general 
hardship of those freezing hours 
in the waves, and. not to any 
effort on thex p art of the crew to 
take the boats rightfully be­ 
longing by law of the sea to the 
p assengers. 
■ Cap tain 
William J. 
Carey , 
m aster of the Vestris, and Neal 
O’Loughlin, the radio op erator 
who stood by his p ost until the 
decks of the ship were awash, 
ap p arently went down with the 
ship . 
“Goodby e W. C. S.” was 
the 
last heard from O’Loughlin 
as 
he signed off with the Tucker- 
ton, N. J., station of the radio 
m arine corp oraton which 
had 
been answering the last faint 
calls from the Vestris’ emergen­ 
cy radio set. 
Lamp ort and 
Holt officials, 
however, were still hop ing th a t 
Cap tain Carey , O’Loughlin and 
Others of the missing has been 
saved. They p ointed out 
th at 
m any small 
vessels 
were a t­ 
tracted to the scene of the dis­ 
aster 
and they belived th a t 
some of these m ight have p icked 
up survivors and 
be on their 
way to land, being unable to re­ 
p ort their rescues due 
to weak 
radio equip ment or none at all.

Young Quartermaster oi\ Vestris 
is Attributed by Passengers 
W ith,Saving Twenty 


New York, Nov. 14—(/P)—A lit­ 
tle Barbadoes negro, Lionel Lic­ 
orice, a quarterm aster 
of the 
Vestris, was hailed today as one 
of the outstanding heroes of the 
disaster. 
Alfredo Ramos, y oung Argen­ 
tine swimming star,'-who 
was 
rescued after swimming 
and 
floating fourteen hours, said the 
quarterm aster saved 20 lives. 
“T hat little negro did 
w hat 
the officers of the Vestris failed 
to do,” said Ramos, who 
was 
rescued by the American ship ­ 
p er. 
“He took charge of boat num ­ 
ber 14 and# not only saved 
the 
p assengers 
but 
occasionally 
jump ed out to catch an oar or 
help less p assengers floating in 
the water. By the 
time 
the 
American ship p er p icked up the 
boat, he had saved 20 lives.” 
“I cannot say th a t the officers 
of the Vestris could be 
p raised 
for their endeavors to save 
us. 
The quarterm aster was the onlv 
member of the crew who ex erted 
himself in our behalf.” 
Q uarterm aster Licorice sat un­ 
noticed. swinging his 1pors on the 
rail of the American shinp er, un­ 
til he was introduced to news­ 
p ap er men by Ramos as a hero 
of the rescue. 
The quarterm aster w^s retic­ 
ent about his own ex p loits 
but. 
said the Vestris beer°n “takin» 
w ater” a few hours after she left 
New York.

blamed Cap tain William J. Car­ 
ey , late m aster of the Lamp ort & 
Holt liner, for the ex tent of the 
disaster. Passengers and sailors 
joined in p raising the cap tain as 
a brave sailor while m any 
in­ 
dicted him on charges of 
bad 
seamanship , 
y 
All in p osition to have knowl­ 
edge of the facts said th a t the 
cap tain was on his vessel when 
she sank. 
The survivors did not know 
w hat crip p led the ship and 
an 
ex p lanation may not be 
found. 
Some thought shifting cargo was 
to blame while others believed a 
slight leak, growing greater 
as 
the hours went bv. 
The charges against 
Cap tain 
Carev were th a t he waited 
far 
too long to summon help . 
The Vestris sailed from Hobok­ 
en. N. J., Saturdav 
afternoon 
and soon 
deveioned 
trouble. 
Pumning and bailing went 
on 
Sundav morning when the ves­ 
sel began to list, but no S. O. S. 
we * sent for nearly 24 hours. 
If assistances had been sum­ 
moned a .day earlier it was sug­ 
gested th at ship s would 
have 
been standing by when the boats 
were launched with the chances 
against any loss of life. 
Stories of p athos and enthus­ 
iastic p raise of the heroism 
of 
the p assengers suddenly p recip i­ 
tated from the comfort of a 
modem ocean liner 
to

boats in the sea were heard on 
every side.

h ands rests th e future of th em all. 
So it does 
make a difference wh at oth ers th ink, because up ­ 
on th eir th ough ts, wh ich is th e basis for th eir ac­ 
tions, dep ends wh atev er course th e nation will 
take. 
If you and th e “oth er p eop le” th ink construc­ 
tiv ely and always h av e in mind th e interests of 
your community, you will be better citizens, wh ich 
is th e only way th e local community, th e state 
and th e nation can keep on adv ancing. 


NOT UNCLE SAM’S FAULT. 
An American 
newsp ap er man in 
London 
writes th at England’s traditional friendsh ip for 
th e United States is h armed by two ideas wh ich 
h av e been p lanted firmly in th e mind of th e av er­ 
age British er. 
First: h e believ es th at th e v ast debt England 
owes America was contracted not on England’s 
beh alf, but because sh e went security during th e 
war for th e oth er allied nations wh ich wanted to 
borrow money from th is country but could not 
unless England endorsed th eir notes. 
Second: th at p art of th e 
h eav y 
taxation 
English men h av e to p ay is due to th e fact th at 
ev ery year England is turning ov er to us some 
$165,000,000 in p ayment of th e interest and p rin­ 
cip al of h er debt. 
Both of th es ideas h ap p en to be mistaken. 
3ut British p oliticians and newsp ap ers h av e re- 
eated th em so often th at th ey are firmly estab- 
1 sh ed ov erseas. 
Now it is a known fact th at ev ery one of th e 
allied nations borrowed h eav ily from th is coun- 
* try during th e war. 
Each gav e Uncle Sam a 
simp le I. O. U. 
Th e money th at England bor­ 
rowed was not for h er allies but for h erself. 
It 
went to finance h er own p urch ase of munitions, 
raw materials and food. 
France, Italy, Belgium 
and Rumania all 
borrowed on th eir 
own ac­ 
counts and for th eir own needs. Secretary Mel­ 
lon and ex-Secretary McAdoo h av e made th is 
abundantly clear. 
So much for th at. Now for th e second p oint. 
Winston Ch urch ill, England’s ch ancellor of 
th e exch equer, in a recent sp eech declared th at 


ELECTION VOTES INCREASE. 
Th e national ap ath y th at h as been growing 
with each succeeding general election was ch eck­ 
ed th is year with a comp reh ensiv e Get-Out-Th e- 
Vote camp aign th at, according to unofficial re­ 
turns, resulted in a gain of almost ten p er cent 
in th e p ercentage of v otes cast. 
Th e crusade was carried on by scores of non- 
p olitical organizations such as fraternal orders 
and lunch clubs, as a p atriotic duty, because in a 
nation in wh ich less th an fifty p er cent of th e 
electorate p articip ates in th e selection of a ch ief 
executiv e, th ere is danger ah ead. 
Demagogues h av e th riv ed better since th e 
ap ath y h as become so p ronounced, because a 
lack of interest on th e p art of v oters p ermits 
th em to take adv antage of ignorance and intol­ 
erance. 
Th e camp aign rolled up an increase of 5,000,- 
000 v otes wh ich was twenty-fiv e p er cent more 
th an th e increase in eligible v oters ov er four 
years ago. 
----------- o------------ 
th e British gov ernment stood by th e p latform 
enunciated by Lord Balfour some years ago, to- 
wit: th at England p rop osed to demand of h er 
debtors only enough money to offset th e p ay­ 
ments sh e h ad to make to th e United States. In 
oth er words,’ p ractically ev ery cent of th e $165,- 
000,0000 th at 
England p ays 
America annually 
came to England from h er wartime debtors. And 
wh en England’s p ayments to th is country rise, 
as th ey will in a few years, England in turn will 
collect more money from h er own debtors. Eng­ 
land’s p ayments to America are not costing h er 
taxp ayers anyth ing. 
Unfortunately, it will be h ard to get th ese 
facts to sink h ome ov erseas. If it could be done, 
relations between 
th e two countries would be 
much smooth er in th e future. 


American tourists will sp end $900,000,000 dur­ 
ing th e year 1928, wh i$h is of course anoth er 
p roof th at our p rosp erity is merely myth ical.

Survivors Say Ship Was 
Unprepared For Disaster 


F r om P age O n * 
Vice Admiral M. M. 
Tay lor, 
aboard his flag ship 
Wy pming , 
believed that all the living sur­ 
vivors had been found. In a re­ 
port to naval officials at Wash­ 
ing ton he said: 
“Ch ief officer of th e Vestris on 
American sh ip p er stated th at 
eigh t boats and one makesh ift 
raft left Vestris. One boat cap ­ 
sized and some of h er p eop le 
p icked up on th is and 
qth er 
sh ip s. Oth er boats p icked up by 
sh ip s arriv ing p rior to Wyoming. 
R aft ev idently broken up due to 
h eav y seas. Boat Boat cap sized 
about 6 p . m., yesterday (Mon­ 
day) and p eop le h ad been afloat 
since th en. 
Numbqr of 
dead 
sigh ted. Not th ough t p ossible 
any liv ing and will discontinue 
search th is ev ening and return 
to Norfolk.” 
He was commanded to stay on 
th e scene and 
continue th e 
search th rough th e nigh t, ev en 
th ough h e believ ed it h op eless. 
Many on sh ore, h owev er, agreed 
with Admiral Taylor, believ ing 
th e many h ours in th e water 
would h av e been too much for 
any surv iv ors, ev en if th ey were 
still afloat. 
Th e eigh t p ersons rescued by 
th e Wyoming, fiv e women and 
th ree men, were taken from th e 
sea wh ere th ey were found float­ 
ing in life belts. 
Stories of th e h orror on th e 
descent from th e slop ing decks 
of th e Vestris into a rough sea 
and th e afternoon and nigh t 
adrift in th e small lifeboats 
came from surv iv ors. One man, 
wh o was rescued by th e Berlin 
from a floating sp ar to wh ich h e 
h ad clung th rough th e nigh t 
told of seeing 
a woman and 
ch ild adrift on a lifeboat. Al­ 
th ough th e Berlin p ut about im­ 
mediately 
and 
retraced

course th e man was believ ed to 
h av e floated no trace of th e two 
could be found. 
From Cap tain 
Sch uyler 
J. 
Cummings, 37 -year-old skip p er 
of th e American Sh ip p er, 
th e 
first v essel to p ick up any of th e 
surv iv ors, came a terse descrip ­ 
tion of th e rescue. 
In a message h e said: 
“Arriv ed radio p osition Vestris 
at 10:30 p . m. Started search . 
Cruised about until 3:40 a. m., 
wh en first flare sigh ted. 4:05 a. 
m., first boat alongside. Rescued 
fiv e boats.

p eop le.” 
Earlier in th e day h e h ad 
asked th e Berlin to take aboard 
th ose h e h ad rescued, wh ich h e 
p laced at th at time at only 53, 
as h e was bound for England 
from New Orleans and New York 
is far off h is course. Th e sea 
was too rough to

transfer, h owev er, and h e de­ 
cided to come on in.

UNPREPARED FOR DISASTER 


Steamer Vestris Sank When Only 


80 Passengers Had Been 


Launched in Life

110 PASSENGERS AND 


CREW MISSING TODAY 


Fate Turned Gallantry Into Dis- 


aster, Survivors Say, as Ship 


Began to Sink 


New York, Nov. 14—OP)—The 
list of known survivers 
from 


the British liner Vestris stood at 
218 today with search continuing 
for other 
possible survivors 


among the 110 passengers and 
crew still mhsing. 


Three vessels left the scene of 


the rescues for New York with 
210 survivors aboard. Eight more 
were aboard the battleship Wy- 
oming, which 
continued the 


search at the spot 240 miles off. 
the Virginia Capes where the 
Vestris was abandoned Monday 
afternoon in a sinking condition 
when bound for South America 
from New York. 


Aboard the American freighter 


American Shipper were 123. The 
French Tanker Myriam had 64, 
and the North German 
Lloyd 


Liner Berlin 23. Six bodies were 
recovered, one by the Berlin and 
five by two coast guard destroy- 
ers.These figures are based on 
•compilations made by the 
offi- 


cials of the Lamport and Holt 
line, owners of the Vestris, from 
messages received from 
rescue 


vessels. The list of those aboard 
was revised to 328, comprising 
199 members of the crew and 129 
passengers. 


New York. Nov. 14—UP)—The 


steamer Vestris sank when only 
about 80 of its 328 passengers 
and crew had Jpeen launched in 
life boats, after two boatloads of 
women and children had been 
hurled into the sea, most of 
them to die, and while the rest 
were leaping from the ship's 
sides and swimming for their 
lives lest they be dragged down 
with the floundering hulk. 


Survivors told today that the 


traditions of the sea had been 
scrupulously observed as to giv- 
ing first thought to women 
children, but fate had

able to withstand the general 
hardship of those freezing hours 
in the waves, and not to any 
effort on the\part of the crew to 
take the boats rightfully be- 
longing by law of the sea to the 
passengers.

NOT UNCLE SAM'S FAULT. 


An American newspaper man in London 


writes that England's traditional friendship for 
the United States is harmed by two ideas which 
have been planted firmly in the mind of the aver- 
age Britisher. 
First: he believes that the vast debt England 


owes America was contracted not on England's 
behalf, but because she went security during the 
war for the other allied nations which wanted to 
borrow money from this country but could not 
unless England endorsed their notes. 


Second: that part of the heavy taxation 


Englishmen have to pay is due to the fact that 
every year England is turning over to us some 
$165,000,000 in payment of the interest and prin- 
cipal of her debt. 
Both of thes ideas happen to be mistaken. 


But British politicians and newspapers have re- 


• eated them so often that they are firmly estab- 
1 shed overseas. 


Now it is a known fact that every one of the 


f allied nations borrowed heavily from this coun- 
'. try during the war. Each gave Uncle Sam a 


simple I. O. U. The money that England bor- 
rowed was not for her allies but for herself. 
It 


went to finance her own purchase of munitions, 
raw materials and food. France, Italy, Belgium 
and Rumania all borrowed on their own ac- 
counts and for their own needs. Secretary Mel- 
lon and ex-Secretary McAdoo have made this 
abundantly clear. 


So much for that. Now for the second point. 
Winston Churchill, England's chancellor of 


the exchequer, in a recent speech declared that

The crusade was carried on by scores of non- 


political organizations such-as fraternal orders 
,and lunch clubs, as a patriotic duty, because m a 
nation in which less than fifty per cent of the 
electorate participates in the selection of a chief 
executive, there is danger ahead. 


Demagogues have thrived better since the 


apathy has become so pronounced, because a 
lack of interest on the part of voters permits 
them to take advantage of ignorance and intol- 
erance. 
- 


The campaign rolled up an increase of 5,000,- 


000 votes which was twenty-five per cent more 
than the increase in eligible voters over four 
years ago. 


the British government stood by the platform 
enunciated by Lord Balfour some years ago, to- 
wit: that England proposed to demand of her 
debtors only enough money to offset the pay- 
ments she had to make to the United States. In 
other words," practically every cent of the $165,- 
000,0000 that England pays America annually 
came* to England from her wartime debtors. And 
when England's payments to this country rise, 
as they will in a few years, England in turn will 
collect more money from her own debtors. Eng- 
land's payments to America are not costing her 
taxpayers anything. 


Unfortunately, it will be hard to get these 


facts to sink home 'overseas. If it could be dons, 
relations between the two countries would be 
much smoother in the future.
